attention of the speaker and the 
air was sizzling. 

Dlckstcin, chairman of -the 
committee on immigration and 
naturalization, introduced a 
resolution asking for the ap­ 
pointment of another committee 
for tho investigation of Nazis, 
Fascists and Communists.. The 
opposition was hot and furious. 
In tho last Congress Dickstein 
secured the passage of a simi­ 
lar resolution and $30,000 was 
expended by the committee. 
Some bills were introduced In 
the House curbing the so-called 
^unpatriotic activities In this 
country, but the discussion de­ 
veloped that these bills were 
sleeping in committee.'!. It was 
the opinion of the House that 
Dickstein and his committee 
should get busy and get some 
action, and that there was- no 
necessity for squandering any 
more money on investigations. 
FUR. FLIES . . . 

The Dies resolution provided 
for an investigation of the sit- 
down strikers. The House was 
aroused to a fighting mood by 
the report of the rules commit­ 
tee, which gave each side   
Democrats and Republicans - 30 
minutes each. Somebody dis­ 
covered that only about five 
minutes on oach side were allot­ 
ted to those who opposed the 
Dies investigation, so tile fur 
began to fly and the resolution 
was overwhelmingly defeated. 

If the leaders who appor­ 
tioned the time had been fair 
to opponents, and if the resolu­ 
tion itself had provided for in­ 
vestigation of dishonest methods 
of manipulators of stock in big 
business, collusion of manufac­ 
turers in monopolistic combines 
and employment of Pinkcrtons 
and Invasion, of labor unions by 
hired snoopers, results might 
have been different, but the 
resolution was interpreted by a 
majority of members as a one­ 
sided affair. 
SUCCESSFUL SENATE . . . 

The House investigating com­ 
mittees have not been an out­ 
standing success. On the other 
hand, the Senate has been very 
successful. Senator Black has 
exposed a number of big busi­ 
ness rackets; Senator Nyc has 
unearthed volumes of Interest­ 
ing material on war munitions' 
unsavory record; LaFollettc's 
committee exposed the employ­ 
ment of Pinkcrtons in labor

unions; Senator Wheeler of Moi 
tana has made a splendid cot 
trlbutlon in investigation of ral 
roads, and the late Senator FIc 
chcr of Florida unearthed 
mass of incriminating cvldcnc 
against bankers and stock c> 
changes. 

The House investigating con" 
mlttee, headed by Congrcssma 
Sabath of Chicago, has expose 
swindling methods of real ci 
tate bond operators, and ha 
made the best record of th 
House investigating committee."

Q. May the two witnesses re 
quired if -an cfriployer's ta) 
tot.-tls less than $10, be cm 
ployes? 

A. Employes may not -act a 
witnesses on Form SS.l. 

Q. Docs' percentage of part 
ncrship ownership mean any 
thing In determining whethe 
one partner is an employe anc 
the other an employer? Doe 
a partner have to "own 50 per 
cent or more of the busines! 
before he is an employer? 

A. Percentage has no effcc 
on the question. If an actua 
partnership agreement or con 
tract exists all partners are cm 
ploycrs regardless of the 
amount, of interest each migh 
own. 

, Q. How do I report the case 
of an employe who reaches the 
age of 65 in my employ? 

A. Form SS.3 is used to re 
port such cases. The report is 
nade for the month In which 
the employe reaches that age 
This form is also used to report 
the death of any employe. Form 
SS.3 Is issued by and filed with 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue 

Q. I am a waitress. I re 
ceive $16. per week, one meal a 
day, and whatever tips I am 
given. Are the meals part oi 
my salary? Are the tips part 
of my salary? 

A. The meals you receive are 
part of your salary and the tax 
you and your employer pay is 
figured on the fair value of 
each meal. Your tips arc part 
of your salary only if you have 
to account for them to youi 
employer. If you are free to 
keep the tips without an ac 
counting or a record submitted 
they arc not considered wages 
and arc not taxable. 

O. Can I 'pay my Social 
Security tax for the entire year 
In case I know exactly what 
my payroll will be? 

A. tou have to file returns 
and pay taxes under Title 8 
each month for the month pre­ 
ceding. You may not file year­ 
ly under this title. Title 9, 
covering the Unemployment In­ 
surance provisions of the Act 
requires yearly filing.
